Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  29th  Annual  Health  Report 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1926. 

As  I commenced  my  duties  here  on  December  1st,  1926,  the 
greater  part  of  this  report  of  necessity  deals  with  the  work  which 
was  done  in  the  time  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  R.  De  V.  King,  most 
of  the  comments  I make  therefore,  emanate  from  information  I 
have  obtained  from  others  and  not  from  my  own  observations. 

Circular  743  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  December 
20th,  1926,  requires  that  this  report  shall  be  an  “ Ordinary 
Report,”  that  is,  a Report  of  a more  simple  character  than  the 
full  Survey  Report  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
asked  to  prepare  last  year. 

A feature  of  outstanding  importance  is  the  existence  in  the 
Borough  of  a large  number  of  pail  closets,  this  should  prick  the 
“ sanitary  consciences  ” of  the  most  sceptical  of  the  citizens  of 
Ilkeston,  and  I am  sure  the  news  that  these  are  to  be  converted 
into  water  closets  will  be  welcomed  by  all.  The  Ministry  of 
Health  sanctioned  a loan  for  this  purpose  early  in  1927. 

Broadly  speaking  the  activities  of  a Health  Department  should 
be  applied  in  two  main  directions  ; the  first  and  the  most  apparent 
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is  the  removal  or  mitigation  of  existing  hygienic  evils,  the  second 
and  most  important  is  so  to  educate  the  people  that  they  will 
condemn  everything  which  fails  to  come  up  to  the  sanitary 
standard,  and  that  standard  should  be  set  high.  Briefly,  the 
universal  slogan  should  be  “ Every  man  his  own  M.O.H.” 

I beg  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  support  and  help  I have 
received  from  the  Committee  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  the  Registrar  General 
estimates  that  the  population  of  Ilkeston  has  decreased  by  790 
between  the  middle  of  1925  and  1926.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
during  this  period  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  341,  39  new 
houses  have  been  erected  and  the  roll  of  electors  has  been  in- 
creased by  31  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  can  be.  I have 
submitted  these  facts  to  the  Registrar  General,  but  he  is  not 
prepared  to  revise  the  estimate  ; he  evidently  assumes  that  the 
migration  to  the  South  Yorkshire  coalfields  which  I am  informed 
took  place  in  years  gone  by  is  still  in  progress.

The  births  numbered  683  of  which  28  were  illegitimate,  this 
gives  a percentage  of  4.9  illegitimate  births  per  hundred  total 
births.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  there  has 
been  an  appreciable  fall  in  both  the  birth  rate  and  the  number 
of  total  births  as  compared  with  the  year  1925,  but  the  rate  for 
Ilkeston  is  well  above  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  158 
towns  with  comparable  populations.

too  limited  to  enable  us  to  draw  definite  conclusions  from  this, 
it  may  be  stated  that  it  has  been  observed  on  many  occasions  in 
many  districts  that  at  times  of  industrial  depression  the  number 
of  illegitimate  births  tends  to  increase. 

Deaths. 

The  death  rate  of  10-38  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  particularly  when  one  bears  in 
mind  the  fact  that  our  population  is  probably  in  excess  of  the 
figure  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General.  This  is  the  lowest 
death  rate  in  the  history  of  the  Borough  with  the  exception  of 
that  for  the  year  1922  when  it  was  9-6. 
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For  purposes  of  comparison  I give  below  a table  showing  the 
death  rates  of  Ilkeston  and  other  areas.

The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  Borough  is  342, 
there  were  171  of  each  sex.  Bronchitis  easily  heads  the  list  of 
causes  with  50,  Cancer  follows  next  in  order  of  frequency  with 
29,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Pneumonia  each  account  for  27. 
Usually  Cancer  claims  more  females  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage 
and  Arterio  Sclerosis  more  males,  but  in  Ilkeston  the  reverse  was 
the  case  in  1926. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  continues  to  diminish,  only  19  deaths 
were  attributed  to  this  cause  in  1926,  as  against  25  the  previous 
year,  this  gives  a Phthisis  death  rate  of  -57. 
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Below  is  given  a table  which  analyses  the  causes  of  the  342 
deaths,  and  the  ages  at  which  they  occurred.

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Infant  IVEorfaBify. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per 
thousand  births  or  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  regarded  as  a 
most  sensitive  index  of  the  health  of  a community.  Of  necessity 
in  a small  district  this  index  must  be  considered  as  less  represent- 
ative of  the  facts  than  it  would  be  in  a large  area,  nevertheless, 
the  drop  in  this  figure  from  110-95  in  1925  to  83-4  in  the  year 
under  review  is  extremely  satisfactory. 

The  total  number  of  infants  who  died  under  one  year  of  age 
was  57,  three  of  these  were  illegitimate.  Twenty-four  were 
registered  as  having  died  of  “ Congenital  debility,  malformation 
and  premature  birth.”  It  is  hoped  that  the  increasing  attention 
that  is  being  given  to  Ante-natal  care  will  considerably  lessen 
this  figure.

Hospitals  Provided  or  Subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  County 
Council.

None  of  these  institutions  are  subsidised  by 
the  Corporation,  but  fares  are  granted  to  necessitous 
parents  when  their  children  are  receiving  treatment  in 
hospitals  at  a distance  from  the  town. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children  in 
the  area  except  that  supplied  by  the  Poor  Law  Authority 
at  Basford. 

Inspector  Nottingham,  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  does  in- 
valuable work  on  behalf  of  neglected  children. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases . A horse-drawn  ambulance  which 

belongs  to  the  Corporation  is  provided,  the  horse  is  hired 
as  required  from  a local  contractor. 

( b ) For  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases.  A Red  Cross  ambu- 

lance is  kept  at  the  Corporation  stables  and  may  be 
obtained  by  application  to  the  Borough  Surveyor’s 
office,  between  9-30  a.m.  and  5-0  p.m.,  and  to  the  Police 
Station  at  other  times.  A nominal  fee  is  charged  for 
its  use,  and  in  necessitous  cases  the  fee  is  remitted. 
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In  addition  to  the  Clinics  specified  in  the  preceding  table, 
Dental  and  Refraction  Clinics  are  held  periodically  in  the  Albert 
Street  premises. 

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries  provided  by  the  Corporation.

The 
funds  for  these  are  raised  by  voluntary  effort  and  contri- 
butions paid  by  the  members.  The  nurses  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  local  medical  practitioners  and  under- 
take the  nursing  of  such  diseases  as  measles,  pneumonia 
and  influenza  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  local 
authority  ; the  latter  subsidises  the  associations  to  the 
extent  of  £20  per  annum  for  these  services. 

(b)  Midwives . There  are  10  midwives  practising  in  the 

Borough,  of  whom  6 are  certificated,  the  remainder  being 
“ bona  fide.”  Midwives  are  neither  employed  nor  sub- 
sidised by  the  Corporation  for  work  on  the  district.

INFANT  WELFARE. 

There  are  two  Infant  Welfare  Centres  provided  by  the  Cor- 
poration. At  these  centres  babies  are  regularly  weighed,  and 
examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance.  The  mothers 
are  given  advice  and  practical  instruction  on  infant  management 
and  feeding. 

Two  health  visitors  attend  each  centre  and  in  addition  one 
co-opted  lady  member  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee, usually  kindly  gives  her  services.  Dr.  Dobson  attends 
the  Central  Clinic  in  Albert  Street,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
attends  the  one  in  Cotmanhay  Road. 

The  value  of  the  work  done  by  Infant  Welfare  Centres  cannot 
be  measured,  but  it  is  significant  that  since  the  inception  of  these 
institutions  the  infantile  mortality  rate  in  this  country  has  been 
halved.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Thirty-eight  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  1926,  compared 
with  seventeen  the  previous  year,  none  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 
Of  these,  thirty-five  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  the  re- 
maining three  being  treated  at  home.  Fortunately,  Scarlet  Fever 
still  retains  the  characteristics  of  a mild  disease,  but  there  is  no 
guarantee  that  it  will  continue  to  do  so.  Epidemiology  affords 
numerous  examples  of  diseases  which  after  varying  periods  of 
innocuity  suddenly  and  with  no  apparent  cause,  assume  a virulent 
form  which  results  in  the  wholesale  slaughter  of  its  victims. 

Diphtheria. 

This  disease  was  absent  from  the  Borough  during  the  year 
under  review. 

Small-Pox. 

Although  cases  of  Small- Pox  occurred  in  many  districts  in  close 
proximity,  Ilkeston  remained  free  during  1926. 

Forty-seven  cases  from  Derby  County  Borough  were  nursed  in 
our  Sanatorium  between  January  and  April,  the  Corporation 
received  12/-  per  day  for  each  case. 

Chicken-Pox. 

Chicken-Pox  is  still  notifiable  locally  on  account  of  the  oc- 
casional confusion  of  this  disease  with  Small-Pox.  Ninety-seven 
cases  occurred  in  1926. 

Measles. 

No  exact  information  is  available  with  regard  to  the  prevalence 
of  this  disease  as  it  is  not  notifiable  in  this  area.  Notification  of 
measles  may  be  required  by  a local  authority,  but  as  the  most 
infectious  stage  is  that  preceding  the  rash,  it  is  doubtful  whether 
notification  would  be  of  any  material  advantage  in  checking  an 
epidemic. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Five  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  and  two  cases  were 
certified  as  having  died  from  this  cause. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Pyrexia)  Regulations  1926,  this  disease  became 
notifiable  as  from  October  1st,  1926.  The  Regulations  give  the 
following  definition  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  : “Any  febrile  condition 
(other  than  a condition  which  is  required  to  be  notified  as  Puerperal 
Fever  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Acts)  occurring 
in  a woman  within  21  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage  in 
which  a temperature  of  100  *4°F.  (38°  Centigrade)  or  more  has 
been  sustained  during  a period  of  24  hours  or  has  recurred  during 
that  period.” 

Many  conditions  which  escaped  notification  as  Puerperal  Fever 
are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  the 
result  of  these  Regulations,  and  there  is  good  reason  to  anticipate 
a material  fall  in  the  maternal  mortality  rate  in  consequence. 


Since  October  1st  four  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  have  been 
notified. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  Public  Health  (Opthalmia  Neonatorum)  Regulations  1926. 
came  into  operation  on  October  1st,  1926,  they  impose  on  the 
medical  practitioner  the  duty  of  notifying  all  cases  of  this  disease 
to  the  M.O.H.,  and  relieve  the  midwife  in  attendance  of  the 
obligation  of  so  doing.  The  M.O.H.  is  responsible  for  seeing  that 
effective  treatment  is  secured,  and  has  to  report  the  circumstances 
to  the  County  M.O.H.  Particulars  of  the  three  notified  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are  given  in  the  following  table  :

A supply  is  kept  in  the  Public  Health  office  and  at  the  San- 
atorium, and  is  available  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners. 
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Pathological  Investigations. 

Bacteriological  and  Pathological  examinations  are  carried  out 
in  the  County  Laboratory  at  Derby  by  arrangement  with  the 
County  Council.  Outfits  for  bacteriological  diagnosis  are  kept  in 
the  Health  Office  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners. 

Vaccinations  by  M.O.H. 

I am  informed  that  no  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the 
M.O.H  during  1926. 

Disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  is  carried  out  at  the  San- 
atorium by  means  of  an  up-to-date  steam  disinfector.  Infected 
premises  are  treated  by  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  the  Borough 
was  18,  of  these  one  was  not  notified,  thus  giving  a ratio  of  17 
notified  deaths  to  1 not  notified.  It  will  be  gathered  that  the 
notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  this  district  is  fairly  complete. 

The  Tuberculosis  Scheme  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 
Dr.  Nicholson,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  the  Dispensary 
in  Albert  Street,  on  Wednesday  mornings  and  afternoons.

An  investigation  made  in  May,  1922,  by  taking  loads  of  refuse  from 
various  parts  of  the  Borough  and  having  them  weighed  showed  an  average 
weight  of  One  Ton  per  load  of  Ashbin  Refuse,  and  One  Ton,  Three  Hundred- 
weights per  load  of  Ashpit  Refuse.

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CO-ORDINATION. 

(a)  Infant  and  Child  Welfare.  The  School  Medical  Officer  is 
also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Medical  Officer  in  charge 
of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  The  School  Nurses  are  also 
Health  Visitors  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 

The  records  of  infants  who  attended  the  Welfare  Centres 
are  preserved  for  the  information  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  and  School  Nurses. 

( b ) Nursery  Schools.  There  are  no  Nursery  Schools  in  the 
Borough. 

(c)  The  Care  of  Debilitated  Children  under  School  Age.  Ail 
children  below  school  age  have  access  to  the  Welfare 
Centres,  where  their  parents  can  obtain  advice  and  sug- 
gestions as  to  treatment.  In  1925  a scheme  for  the 
supervision  of  “ toddlers  ” was  instituted,  and  an  additional 
Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  was  appointed  in  order  to 
enable  this  work  to  be  carried  out. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION  TO  PUBLIC 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

School  Hygiene.  The  general  cleanliness  of  the  schools  appears 
to  be  good.  All  the  floors  are  swept  daily  with  Dusmo  and  are 
scrubbed  three  times  a year.  The  lighting,  warming  and  ven- 
tilation appear  to  be  satisfactory  in  the  majority  of  the  schools. 
The  sanitary  conveniences  are  sufficient  and  are  kept  in  good 
order.  The  children  in  all  the  schools  have  facilities  for  washing, 
and  drinking  water  is  available. 

In  many  cases  the  old  fashioned  multiple  desks  are  still  in 
existence,  but  I am  informed  that  these  are  gradually  being 
replaced  by  the  modern  dual  type. 

The  subject  of  school  hygiene  was  fully  dealt  with  in  the 
previous  annual  report  to  the  Education  Committee. 

Medical  Inspection.  The  Board  s schedule  of  Medical  In- 
spection has  been  closely  followed,  three  age  groups  having  been 
inspected  V.I.Z.  Entrants,  Intermediates  and  Leavers 
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Entrants  consist  of  those  children  who  have  been  enrolled  since 
the  last  Medical  Inspection,  or  who  for  some  reasons  have 
previously  escaped  inspection  ; intermediates  are  all  children 
who  attain  their  eighth  birthday  during  the  year  and  leavers  are 
those  who  attain  their  twelfth  birthday  during  the  year  or  those 
who  are  due  to  leave  during  the  year  and  have  not  been  examined 
as  twelve-year-olds. 

Particulars  of  the  numbers  of  children  examined  are  given  in 
Table  I at  the  end  of  this  report.  Specials,  are  children  recom- 
mended for  examination  by  the  Nurses,  Teachers  or  parents,  and 
who  do  not  fall  into  the  routine  age  groups. 

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Uncleanliness.  352  individual  children  were  found  to  be 
unclean.  This  does  not  compare  well  with  the  figure  for  1925 
which  was  237,  possibly  the  shortage  of  fuel  and  the  consequent 
scarcity  of  hot- water  may  to  some  extent  account  for  this.  Details 
of  the  work  done  by  the  School  Nurses  in  connection  with  the 
uncleanliness  scheme  are  given  in  Table  IV.,  Group  V. 

Malnutrition.  A remarkable  decrease  in  the  number  of  children 
found  to  be  ill-nourished  is  disclosed  by  the  inspection  returns 
for  last  year..  The  figures  for  1925  and  1926  are  given  below  for 
comparison.

Skin  Diseases.  The  small  number  of  skin  diseases  discovered 
at  routine  inspections  compared  with  the  relatively  large  number 
at  special  inspections  is  a tribute  to  the  vigilence  of  the  Nurses 
and  Teachers. 

Out  of  123  cases  submitted  for  special  examination,  all  except 
four  were  in  need  of  treatment  ; this  is  one  of  many  examples  of 
the  important  work  done  by  School  Nurses  and  Teachers  in 
preventive  medicine. 
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The  percentages  of  those  children  inspected  and  in  need  of 
treatment  in  the  various  age  groups  are  given  in  Table  IB.  These 
percentages  show  a reduction  when  compared  with  last  year,  and 
this  reduction  is  most  marked  in  the  entrants  group.  The 
attention  given  to  the  “ toddlers  ” under  our  Child  Welfare 
Scheme  is  no  doubt  to  a large  extent  responsible  for  this. 

Details  of  the  findings  at  Medical  Inspections  are  tabulated  at 
the  end  of  the  report. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Children  suspected  by  the  Head  Teachers  of  suffering  from 
infectious  and  contagious  diseases  are  provisionally  excluded  from 
school  and  referred  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  at  the  Clinic. 
No  child  is  re-admitted  to  school  after  having  suffered  from  an 
infectious  disease  without  a certificate  signed  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer. 

The  scheme  indicated  in  the  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and 
Exclusion  from  School  issued  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  Board  of  Education  in  1925,  is  closely  adhered  to.  It  was 
not  necessary  to  close  any  school  or  department  during  the  year 
under  review. 


FOLLOWING  UP. 

Every  child  found  to  be  suffering  from  a defect  is  kept  under 
supervision  and  regularly  visited  by  the  school  nurse  concerned. 
He  or  she  is  also  periodically  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer 
until  the  defect  has  ceased  to  exist.

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MEDICAL,  TREATMENT. 

Miss  Sherlock,  the  Senior  School  Nurse,  attends  the  Clinic  in 
Albert  Street  each  morning.  The  Medical  Officer  attends  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings,  from  10  to  12.  Minor  ailments 
are  treated  at  the  Clinic  and  advice  given  to  parents. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  The  scheme  for  the  removal  of  Tonsils 
and  Adenoids  instituted  in  1925  continues  to  give  every  satis- 
faction. Now  that  the  children  are  kept  in  the  hospital  for  three 
days  after  operation,  the  parents  appear  less  unwilling  to  give 
their  consent  than  formerly.  Every  child  is  examined  before  re- 
admission  to  school,  and  a period  of  two  weeks  is  allowed  to 
elapse  between  returning  from  hospital  and  recommencing  school. 

Tuberculosis.  Suspected  and  definite  cases  of  this  disease  are 
referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  who  attends  the  Dispensary 
in  Albert  Street,  on  Wednesday  mornings  and  afternoons.  Con- 
tacts are  also  recommended  to  present  themselves  for  periodical 
examination. 


Vision  Errors  of  refraction  are  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  who  attends  the  Clinic  on  Saturday  mornings  when 
required 

Dental  Defects  are  treated  at  the  Clinic  by  Mr.  Hodgkinson, 
L.D.S.,  who  also  carries  out  dental  inspections  at  the  schools.  I 
am  pleased  to  record  that  the  Education  Committee  have  ex- 
tended the  dental  scheme,  allowing  for  an  increased  number  of 
inspection  and  treatment  sessions,  this  will  come  into  operation 

in  April,  1927. 

Crippling  Defects  and  Orthopoedics . No  scheme  exists  for 
dealing  with  these  defects.  A few  children  have  attended  the 
Birmingham  Orthopoedic  Hospital  and  have  derived  much 
benefit  therefrom,  many  of  these  cases  have  been  able  to  receive 
treatment  at  this  hospital  through  the  efforts  of  the  N.S.P.C.C. 


This  subject  was  fully  discussed  in  Dr.  King’s  report  for  1926. 
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OPEN  AIR  EDUCATION. 

Classes  are  held  in  the  playgrounds  of  most  of  the  schools  when 
the  weather  is  favourable,  this  practice  is  to  be  encouraged  when 
the  surroundings  are  such  as  to  enable  the  teaching  to  be  carried 
on  without  undue  distraction  of  the  attention  of  the  children. 


Several  school  journeys  to  places  of  interest  in  the  neighbour- 
hood were  undertaken  during  the  year  and  were  much  appreciated. 


No  school  camps  were  organised,  but  twelve  boys  (orphans) 
were  sent  to  the  Derbyshire  Schools  Camp  at  the  cost  of  the 
Ilkeston  Education  Committee. 


There  are  no  open-air  classrooms,  day  or  residential  open-air 
schools  in  the  borough. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council  by  which  Ilkeston  has  one-third  of  the  services  of  three 
Physical  Training  Organisers. 

Instruction  in  physical  training  is  also  given  by  the  teachers. 
Certain  children  are  excluded  from  drill  by  the  Medical  Officer, 
if  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  they  will  suffer  harm. 


PROVISION  OF  fVIEALS. 

A Feeding  Centre  has  been  established  in  connection  with  the 
Gladstone  Street  Cookery  School.  The  children  attending  receive 
two  meals  a day  every  day  except  Sundays.  No  payment  is  made 
for  these  meals,  as  only  children  are  permitted  to  attend  whose 
parents  are  in  straitened  circumstances. 


The  children  are  selected  by  the  Education  Committee  or  the 
School  Medical  Officer.  If  they  live  at  a distance  their  tram  fares 
are  paid  by  the  Committee.  The  menus  are  periodically  sub- 
mitted to  the  Medical  Officer  for  his  opinion  and  suggestions. 
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SCHOOL  BATHS. 

Every  senior  school  has  access  to  the  Corporation  open-air 
Swimming  Bath  for  at  least  half-an-hour  each  week.  In  addition 
life  saving  instruction  is  given  and  special  tuition  classes  in 
swimming  are  held  in  the  evenings  for  girls. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

Parents  are  invited  to  be  present  when  their  children  are 
examined  at  routine  inspections.  Their  presence  is  very  desirable, 
as  it  is  so  much  more  effective  to  explain  to  them  verbally  than  in 
writing  the  requirements  of  their  children.  The  majority  of  the 
parents  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  offered  of  discussing 
the  health  of  their  children  with  the  doctor. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  teachers  are  very  helpful  at  Medical  Inspections  especially 
in  those  cases  where  the  parents  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  be 
present.  In  all  cases  where  such  facilities  exist,  they  willingly 
put  their  rooms  at  the  disposal  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

They  also  send  children  in  need  of  treatment  to  the  Clinic  and 
see  that  they  wear  their  glasses  during  school.  The  teachers  are 
fully  aware  of  the  value  of  the  School  Medical  Service  and  do  not 
spare  themselves  in  their  efforts  to  further  its  objects. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

The  two  School  Attendance  Officers  forthwith  acquaint  the 
School  Medical  Officer  with  any  case  of  infectious  disease  that 
comes  to  their  knowledge.  They  also  render  much  valuable 
assistance  by  seeing  that  children  attend  regularly  at  the  Clinic. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

Inspector  Nottingham  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children,  is  untiring  in  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
welfare  of  the  children  in  the  borough.  His  help  is  often  sought 
by  the  School  Medical  Department,  especially  in  cases  where 
parents  are  unwilling  to  allow  their  children  to  receive  treatment 
advised. 
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BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN  , 

A register  is  kept  of  all  children  who  come  under  the  above 
heading.  This  register  is  frequently  revised  and  the  children 
concerned  are  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Medical  Officer  and 
Nurses. 

All  children  suspected  of  being  mentally  deficient  or  dull  and 
backward  are  carefully  examined  from  a scholastic  point  of  view 
by  the  Head  Teachers.  They  are  then  referred  to  the  School 
Medical  Officer  who  submits  them  to  physical  and  mental  tests. 
Those  falling  into  certain  categories  are  notified  to  the  local  control 
authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  1913. 

As  there  is  no  special  school  provided  by  this  Authority  for 
mentally  defective  (educable)  children,  most  of  these  are  taught 
in  special  classes  at  the  ordinary  schools. 

It  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  Table  3 that  in  1926  there  were 
72  feeble  minded  children  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  at- 
tending the  elementary  schools  in  the  borough  and  3 were  at  no 
school  or  institution.  No  child  was  notified  to  the  Local  Control 
Authority. 

The  School  Nurses  regularly  visit  all  blind,  deaf,  defective  and 
epileptic  children,  and  report  on  any  change  in  the  conditions 
they  find. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

Apparently  no  change  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  condi- 
tions of  employment  of  children  since  the  last  report  was  written.
